There is computer software that is capable of converting written text into speech or vice 
versa. 


4. Sports Equipment 
Certain sports equipment allow people of determination, and amateurs who have lost 
A limb, to climb mountains. 


Assistive technology can assist in carrying out ordinary and extraordinary activities!

Social networking sites and applications give you the information you are looking 
for, such as a page or group that contains information about the subject of your 
search. 

This information may be credible or may include: (personal opinions - false ideas - 
lies - lacks credibility). 

For the same reasons, blogs and wikis are considered unreliable sources.
